"Washington, Oct. 14—(AP) 


The Unitec3 States will reserve the 
right to recapture all weapons and 
munitions supplied Russia under 
lend-lease before writing the war- 
time account "closed", government 
officials said today. 


These officials noted that such 


recapture 
provisions have been 


written into the lend-lease settle- 
ments concluded xvith seven other 
countries. And they add that they 
see no reason why American policy 
on this matter would be changed 
for the Soviets. 


It is not clear when negotiations 


to settle the Russian account will 
ret underway. A note to Moscow 
some week: ago suggesting that 
a mission be sent here for the 
purpose reportedly has gone un- 
answered.

and Finland pleased Russia and 
indicated that many of the issues 
would be thrown back into the 
foreign ministers council where de- 
cisions must be unanimous. 


U S. Accused 


He accused the United States, 


Great Britain and France of "vio- 
lating their agreements" and "re- 
treating" from four-power accord 
in the adoption of "a number of 
anti-democratic measures" in con- 
nection with Trieste. 


The conference of 21 nations, 


taking action on the final draft 
treaty with Finland, prepared to 
adjourn tomorrow. The draft trea- 
ties then must be approved finally 
by the foreign ministers of the 
United States, Russia, Great Brit- 
ain and France at meetings in 
New York. 


Sen. Arthur Vandenberg spoke 


before Molotov and demanded that 
the Finnish reparation bill be

otov's anger.

Last Days; Incites 


Others to be Cool 


Tells 10 Condemned to be 


Brave and Strong in 


Death's Face 


Nuernberg, Oct. 14.—(AP)—Ju- 


lius Streicher, ranting Jewbaiter 
number one of the Nazi regime, 
today urged his condemned asso- 
ciates to be "brave and strong" in 
their last 48 hours of life. 


Streicher, once gauleiter of this 


Nuernberg area, will hang, too, on 
Wednesday, but he is seemingly 
untouched by impending doom. 


This morning the beady-eyed lit- 


tle man, who openly advocated ex- 
termination of Jews, told a prison 
Psychologist to be sure to impart 
his message to the other ten who 
will die with him: 


"They must not be low but must 


be brave and strong." 


Joachim Von Ribbentrop's mind 


reverted to his wartime experi- 
ences as Hitler's foreign minister 
as he bent under the strain of 
waiting for death. 


Now gray and tired, the once 


dapper Ribbentrop in 
conversa- 


tions with doctors and other prison 
officials recalled the time he read 
to

ambassador

Henderson the declaration that 
Germany was at war and had 
moved into Poland. 


Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel's

cancer of the liver, complicated by 
an amoebic abscess he was be- 
lieved to have suffered in jungle 
fighting. 


He entered the hospital Sept. 27 


for a routine checkup. He under- 
went an operation Oct. 3. and his - 
condition became critical the mid- 
dle of last week. He died in his 
sleep, peacefully, in contrast with 
his life of violent combat in world 
•vars I and II.

shortage? 


The National Association of 


Real Estate Boards came up to- 
day with what, it thinks, is a way 
to ease the housing shortage. 


It's this: 
1. Raise rents. 
2. Then a lot of peoplel unable 


to pay the higher rents, will have 
to move out of 
their 
present 


homes. 


3. As they move out, people able 


to pay the higher rents will move 
in. 


But wh^re will the people, who 


have to move out, find another 
place to live? 


The real estate boards don't say 


directly but maybe 
thev 
mean 


that: 


At least the single people, who 


move out will be forced to double 
up with someone else. But this 
would mean: 
• 


1. These single people wold have 


to find some one to double-up 
with. 


2. They'd have to find a place 


where they could double-up. 


Blame Politics For Shortage 
But .the boards, in a lengthy 


statement, warn against letting 
the public be "bamboozled." 


They also tie in the meat short- 


age with the housing shortage, 
blaming both on politics. 


The president of the 
boards, 


Boyd T. Barnard of Philadelphia, 
says: 


"One way to relieve the housing 


demand immediately is to get rid 
of rent control. 


"There is over-consumption of 


our existing space. We have sev- 
eral million, people who, because 
of . frozen rents, are able to buy 
more housing space than their in- 
come would normally allow. 


"Approximately 1,500,000 living 


units which were designed for two 
or more people are now occupied 
by one person because of frozen 
rents. Everybody knows cases of 
this kind. 


Cite Over-Consumption 


"The stenographer who used to' 


live doubled up with another now 
has her own Individual apartment. 
This situation is excellent for her 
and wo do not begrudge it—but it 
certainly is over-consumption of 
space due to.rent"control. 


"If. rents were increased no more 


than .is fair to property owners. I 
predict that' about a million ad- 
ded units of rental space would 
immediately be available for vet- 
erans afld others. 


"These units would take 
the 


edge off the immediate housing 
demand." 


Then, digging further into the 


housing shortage, and linking it 
with the scarcity of meat, Barn- 
ard says: . 


Meat Problem the Same 


"Our own, studies indicate that 


if we were allowed to build 700,- 
O'OO or 800,000 units a year without 
the red tape of government, just 
as we built them during the war, 
and before the war, in two years

Nuernberg and, if present • plans 
are carried out, eleven of Adolf 
Hitler's captains will join him— 
via the gallows shortcut—in what- 
ever torment is reserved in the 
hereafter for those who try to 
gain power by organized barbar- 
ism against their fellow men. 


Hermann Goering—No. 2 Nazi 


—is spending much of his time 
lying on his bunk, staring at the 
ceiling. The rest are engaged ac- 
cording to their 
temperaments, 


but all show signs of strain as 
they wait for Wednesday's dawn. 


Will Waste No Tears 


-The world will waste no tears 


over this grim prelude to death— 
or over the executions, for that 
matter. Still, we have here an .un- 
usual case, and pn-lookers in their 
reactions to the hangings. They 
seem to be divided 
into 
three 


classes: (1) Those who are satis- 
fied with the punishment, 
(2) 


those who wish it could be made 
more severe, and (3) those who 
are uneasy because of moral or 
religious objections to the death 
penalty in general. 


Capital punishment of course 


h'as been employed, from the re- 
mote ages, and not so many gen- 
erations ago it was imposed for 
a large number of crimes, some of 
them trivial, like picking a pocket 
of a. few pieces of silver. Nowa- 
days, however, it generally is the 
penalty for murder 
or treason, 


though laws vary in different 
countries. 


Ancient methods of execution 


were numerous and some of them 
pretty^ awful. 
Even today the 


forms "are varied for there are the 
l e t h a l 
chamber, electrocution, 


hanging, shooting, the axe, 
the 


guillotine and the garrote which 
kills by strangulation. 


Will Remover Their Danger 
Apart from the 
religious 
and 


moral viewpoint,there are many 
people who hold that capital pun- 
ishment fails as a deterrent to 
crime. It is pointed out that many 
criminals would prefer death to 
life ifiprisonment. 
In fact, the 


Nuernberg trials provide illustra- 
tion in support 
of this thesis. 


Grand Armiral Eric Raeder plead- 
ed (unsuccessfully) for death in- 
stead of life imprisonment which 
was imposed on him. 


That is an argument which pei'- 


haps never will be settled. In any 
event, a score of nations have 
abolished capital punishment, and 
several states in our own country' 
have done likewise. 


There's one sure tiling to be 


said about execution. It certainly 
stops the criminal involved from 
further assaults on society. From 
this standpoint, consensus seems 
to be that the world will be better 
off when the Fuehrers captains 
join him. And there are few in- 
deed, no matter what their relig- 
ious beliefs, who don't agree that 
the Nazi chiefs should be perm- 
anently removed from society in 
some manner—if not by death, 
then by life imprisonment. They 
are too terribly dangerous to be 
free.

New York House 


Albany, N. Y., Oct. 14 — (AP)— 


Bitter battles are shaping up m 
the same thiee New Yoik state 
congressional districts where close 
contests for House seats were 
fought in 1944. 


The most stubboin fight appears 


to be m Eiie county's 44th dis- 
trict. The Republican incumbent, 
Rep. 
John C Butlei, is opposed 


by Democrat James B Downey, 
Bounded veteran of \\oild tt<u 
II and a political piotege of U. S 
Senator James M. Mead 


Butler first ivas elected in a 


special election in 1941 He was 
ic-elected m 1942 and 1944, the 
last time by fewer than 300 votes 


Downey, a former Lackawanna 


city councilman, also is in the 
American Labor party nominee 
He carries the endorsement of the 
CIO, 
which had a strong member- 


ship m the Bethlehem Steel Co.'s 
Lackawanna plant 


Butlei, howe\er, :s expected to 


receive the endoisement of the 
American Fedration of Labor. 


There's a three-cornered race in 


Erie's 43id district, represented by 
Republican Edward J Elsaesser, 
who won two years ago by 3 000.
